Tho question of just rates for public utility compa­ 
nies is of absorbing interest to every community in the 
United States today. 
In Denver the mayor was recently elected to officej 
on the pledge that he would reduce car fare from (> cents, 
to 5 cents. He did, and the company was forced to re­ 
duce wages to what they were when the 5 cent fare was 
in effect. Thus lasted but a few days and fares were; 
increased. 
In San Francisco the municipal street railway must 
increase fares to 6 cents to meet increased payroll or 
taxpayers must make up losses. 
In Boston, under municipal management, the Boston) 
Elevated had its rates raised from 5 cents to IO cents by! 
successive stages in the hope of meeting the growing, 
deficit. 
Yet in Kansas City the authorities refuse to grant 
a C cent fare to meet the greatly increased cost of oper­ 
ation and the working people and other citizens threaten }\ 
violence if the slight advance is granted. 
It is hard to understand such reasoning. No public 
official would dare run for office on the promise that if 
elected he would reduce wages to pre-war scale, neither 
would he dare intimate that cost of farm products and 
manufactured goods he reduced to pre-war prices. 
Political control and starvation rates and regula­ 
tions brought the railroads to the verge of bankruptcy. 
The same class of hypocritical regulation is accomplish­ 
ing a like result with utilities.

While the railroad yards In the 
Chicago district have become con­
